Name was Diomus, 
as he was making the Accuſtomed Oblation of 
Fruits on an Altar in the Open Held, (for, as yet 
they had no Temples). a Bull came running fiom 
the Herd, which was grazing hard by, and eat 
of the Conſecrated Herbage. Upon which 
Diomus the Prieſt, mov'd with Zeal at the Repu- 
ted Sacrilege, and ſnatching a Sword from one of 
thoſe that were preſent, kill'd the Bull. But, when 
his Paſſion was over, and he. conſidered, what a 
heinous Crime. he had committed ; fearing alſo 
the Rage of the People, he perſuaded them, 
That a God had appear'd to him, and commanded 
him to Offer that Bu in Sacrifice, by Burning 
his Fleſh with Fire on the Altar, as an Atone- 
ment for his devouring the Conſecrated Fruits. 
The Devout Multitude, acquieſc'd to the Words 
of their Prieſt, as to an Oracle. And, the Bull 
being flea'd and Fire laid on the Altar, they, 
all aſſiſted at the New Sacrifice. From which 
Time, the Cuſtom was Yearly obſerv'd among 
the Athenians, to Sacrifice a Bull. And by them, 
this Method of Religious Cruelty, was taught not 
only to all Greece, but to the Reſt of the World. 
In proceſs of Time, a certain Prieſt, in the Midſt.

Burnings, and all Sorts of Torments, even the 
moſt exquiſitely cruel Deaths, that the Malice of 
Tyrants cou'd invent.

Socrates, us'd to 
ſwear by the Animal Generations, and fo did Rhada- 
manthus before him. The A£gyptians Form'd the 
Images of their Gods, 1n the Similitude of Beaſts, 
or Birds, or Fiſhes. So the Græcians fix d the Horns 
of a Ram on the Head of Jupiter's Statue, and thaſe 
of a Bull on the Image of Bacchus, They com- 
pounded the Image. of Pan of a Man and a Goat, 
painted the Muſes and Graces with Wings: And the 
Poet Pindar makes all the Gods Winged, and diſ- 
guiſes them in the Shapes of ſeveral Beaſts, when 
in his Hymms he introduces them chas'd by Tryphon. 
Thou knoweft alſo, hat our Holy Doctors affirm 
the Angel Gabriel to have Wings, with One of 
which he once gave a Mark to the Moor. 
When the Poers bring in Jupiter courting Paſi- 
550 he appears in the Form of a Bull. And in 
is other Amour, if we may believe them, he 
chang'd himſelf ſometimes into a Swan, then in- 
to an Eagle. They report alſo, That he was 
ſuckl'd by a Coe. 

For theſe and other Reaſons, the Anucients not 
only forbore to injure their Fellow. 41/mals, but 
entertain'd them with ſingular Affection and 
Friendſhip, A Dove was the Darling of Semira- 
m/s, A Dog was the Joy of Cyrus, Philip, King 
of Macedon, made a Swan his Companion. And 
our Holy Lawgiver, was often wont to ſport him. 
 frelf with a Cat. He lov'd this Creature, for its 
Cl:anlineſs and Activity; and therefore we M. 
fulmans generally have a Cat in great Eſteem and 
Veneration.

make themſelves almoſk Domeſtick with Men, 
whilſt Eagles, Hawks, Vullures and other Birds of, 
Prey, build their Neſts in Wopds or Rocks, re- 
mote from Humane Socie y. Some Bias change 
their Habitations at certain Seaſons of the Vear, 
as beſt ſuits with their Convenience: Others al- 
ways remain in the ſame Place. The ſame is ob- 


ſexv'd in Hſbes. And in all Living Creatures, it is 


eaſie to trace the Footſteps of Prudence and Fore, 
cat, in order to their Own Preſervation. Let 
Men call this what they pleafe, Iuſtinat or Nature, 
or Sen ſe; it is evident, that there is an Exact Con- 
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formity and Reſemblance between" theſe Faculties 


in Brutes, and what we call Reaſon, Wiſdom or Pry. 
dence. in Men. And we have no more Ground to 
conclude/them void of 'Reaſon, beciuſe they do 
not enjoy it in that Perfection as our ſelves; 
than we have to conelude our felves bind or deaf, 
becauſe we ſee not ſo clearly, and hear not ſo readi- 
ly as the 'Brutes't' And, that we have no Lege, be- 
cauſe we run not ſo ſwf? as ſome of them do. 
Doubtleſs, the Brwtes are endu'd with a Faculty 
of Reaſon as well as we; but this Faculty 
in them, is Weak and Imperfc& for want of 
Diſcipline and Art, which poliſh all things. This 
is manifeſt, from thoſe Creatures which are 
Tau ghi to dance, and play a Thouſand Tricks; 
to tell Money, to ſhoot off Guns, tþ find out hid - 
den Things, and bring them ſome Miles to their 
Maſters, as well Educated Spaniel will do. Whit 
can be a greater Argument, of the Proficiency 
they make in Reaſon and Knowledge? Are not 


Elephants taught all the Arts of War, and plac'd in 


the very Front of the Battle? Do not the Indian 
Princes repoſe as much Truſt in their Carriage 
and Conduct, as in the ſervice of their Steu- 
tet and Wiſeſt Commanders? This Creature 
is as tractable and prompt to learn any Thing 
when Young, as a Boy at Schoo] ; which cannot be 
done, without the Uſe of Reaſ n. Þ 

To conclude, I bave omitted Five Hundred 
Arguments, which might be brought to prove 
the Brute Animals to have Souls as well as We, to 
have Faculties and Affection, conform to Ours. 


And therefore, it is little leſs Injuſtice to Kill and

Or will you ſay, That God 
took more Care to preſerve theſe Traditions Incor- 
rupt fiom the Gentiler, than to retain them in 
their Purity among the Fews ?
